The ARRL Board met in Connecticut for the annual summer meeting. 
OTVARC and the Northwestern Division was represented by yours truly. 
Among many things done at the meeting was an increased emphasis on 
dealing with the dreaded CC&Rs (Conditions, Covenants and 
Restrictions on real property). Increasingly, property comes under such 
restrictions which almost always prohibit ham antennas. Virtually every 
subdivision in the Portland area has such a problem. What can you do? 
Some put up wires in their attics, use flag poles or other "stealth" 

means. Occasionally, a ham is able to beat the prohibitions but not often 
and not without a lot of cash for lawyers etc.

The ARRL is seeking to get a "nose under the tent" through legislation that would permit an 
antenna about the size of a moderate TV reception antenna. So far, the Congressional front is 
not working well. Seems that home owners groups and lobbyists have much more clout. We are 
trying to get Congressmen to write letters to the FCC...this seems to be a better way. We are 
collecting stories of problems with CC&Rs. If you have a horror story about being unable to buy 
a place without such restriction, send it to me and I'll get it to the ARRL. I had a personal 
meeting with our Congressional Informational Officer in Washington, D.C. We talked about 
working with the Red Cross, Salvation Army, FEMA and the armed services. They may be able 
to write letters to the FCC and others. I hope so. We may have a good case from a legal point of 
view, but this is really a political fight. We need to convince the FCC and maybe Congress. Its 
an uphill battle, one which the ARRL is expending large amounts of resources...time and money. 


On the good news front, things are looking up for a new 60 meter band in the vicinity of 5.2 a 
MHZ ( between 80 meters and 40 meters). The ARRL has filed for it and the 

FCC has put out an inquiry soliciting comments. For detailed information 

see the ARRL web site...www.arrl.org. [See “60 Meters”, page 4). We are 

forging ahead on new bands near 136 KHz and 190 KHz.

September 2001 
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60 Meters, from ARRL Letter 


he FCC has begun accepting comments on the ARRL's petition seeking the allocation of 

5.250 to 5.400 MHz to the Amateur Service on a domestic (US-only), secondary basis. The 
commission put the proposal on public notice and assigned a rulemaking number, RM-10209, 
to the proceeding. 


Interested parties may comment on the proposal via the Internet or e-mail using the FCC's 
Electronic Comment Filing System (EFCS), information on which can be found at http://www. 
fcc.gov/e-file/ecfs.html . Those commenting should reference "RM-10209" in their postings. 
Even if the FCC eventually okays the petition, it's likely to be several years before the new 
band actually becomes available. 


In its petition, the ARRL told the FCC that the new band would aid emergency communication 
activities by filling a "propagation gap" between 80 and 40 meters, particularly for emergency 
communications during hurricanes and severe weather emergencies. The ARRL also said a new 
150-kHz allocation at 5 MHz also could relieve substantial overcrowding that periodically occurs 
on 80 and 40. 


The ARRL has proposed that General class and higher amateurs be permitted to operate CW, 
phone, data, image and RTTY on the new band running maximum authorized power. No mode- 
specific subbands were proposed. 


If allocated to the Amateur Service on a secondary basis, hams would have to avoid interfering 
with--and accept interference from--current occupants of the spectrum, as they already do on 
30 meters. The ARRL said that its successful WA2XSY experimental operation between 1999 and this 
year demonstrates that amateur stations can 

coexist with current users and that the band is very suitable for US-to-Caribbean paths.

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Amateur Satellite to Link Remote APRS Nodes 


PCSat, a US Naval Academy Amateur Radio tracking and communications satellite, is scheduled 
to launch September 1 (0100z) from Alaska. PCSat will augment the existing Amateur Radio 
Automatic Position Reporting System (APRS) by providing links to the 90 percent of Earth's 
surface not covered by the terrestrial network. 


PCSat was designed and assembled by midshipmen at the Naval Academy in Annapolis, 
Maryland, to gain practical hands-on experience in support of their aerospace curriculum. The 
students worked under the guidance of Academy Senior Project Engineer Bob Bruninga, 
WBG4APR -- the "father of APRS." 


"We hope that PCSat will be a new direction for amateur satellites by serving the 
communications needs of travelers with only mobile and hand-held radios anywhere on Earth," 
Bruninga said. PCSat will be the first satellite to report its exact position directly to users via its 
onboard GPS. 


The satellite will demonstrate vehicle tracking and communication for GPS-equipped remote 
travelers--including Naval Academy vessels at sea, cross-country travelers, expeditions or 
anyone far from the existing APRS terrestrial tracking infrastructure. 


In addition to its APRS capabilities, the satellite will offer 1200 and 9600-baud packet operation 
on VHF (145.825 MHz) and UHF (435.250 MHz). For APRS digipeating, the satellite will use the 
recognized North American APRS frequency of 144.39 MHz. 


Bruninga said that PCSat should make a great classroom tool, since telemetry can be received 
by any hand-held packet radio for display to students on their PCs. 


PCSat will be one of four satellites in the Kodiak Star payload. The others are Sapphire, 
Starshine III and PicoSat. An Athena I launch vehicle will carry the satellites into space from the 
Alaska Aerospace Development Corporation's Kodiak Launch Complex. This will mark the first 
attempt to put a satellite into Earth orbit from Kodiak Island. The spacecraft will be launched 
into an 800-km circular orbit.

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Morse Test Changes Now In Effect, arr Letter 


New Morse code exam standards went into effect July 1st, for Volunteer Examiner Coordinators. 
The new standards call for Farnsworth character speed in the 13-to-15 WPM range and the end 
of multiple-choice questions for routine Morse code exams. 


The National Conference of Volunteer Examiner Coordinators voted last July to set up the 
revised standards for the administration of Morse code examinations in the US after amateur 
restructuring established 5 WPM as the sole Amateur Radio Morse code requirement. 


ARRL VEC Manager Bart Jahnke, W9JJ, points out the required change to the Farnsworth 
protocol replaces the 18-WPM character speed ARRL VEC has used since 1989. "Standard 5 
WPM messages with 5 WPM characters are available as an accommodation," he said. "Standard 
(non-Farnsworth) speed messages are available upon special request from the ARRL VEC for 
ARRL VE teams." In addition, the Morse exam audio frequency range should be between 700 
and 1000 Hz for routine exams. 


Consistent with the revised standards, Jahnke said, ARRL VEC has set 15-WPM characters as 
its Farnsworth setting and 750 Hz as its audio-frequency standard. 


Code practice transmissions from Maxim Memorial Station W1AW reflect the new Farnsworth 
standard. W1AW Station Manager Joe Carcia, NJ1Q, says transmissions using the new protocol 
will begin Monday, July 2. "Any of our code transmissions at speeds below 18 WPM will drop 
from 18 WPM to 15 WPM character speed," he said. "We will maintain the standard method at 
speeds above 18 WPM--20 WPM at 20, 25 WPM at 25, etc."

Carcia said the W1AW Web code practice files <http://www.arrl.org/wlaw/morse.html> also 
will be changed to mirror the W1AW transmission protocol. ARRL's Your Introduction to Morse 
Code cassette tapes and audio CDs also have adopted the new standards. 


The new Morse examination standards also affect test administration. Morse examinees now 
have to supply fill-in-the-blank answers for the 10-question Element 1 quiz. Multiple-choice type 
examinations no longer will be acceptable. Under the new testing regime, Morse code examinees 
must either correctly answer seven of the ten fill-in-the-blank questions or correctly copy 25 
consecutive characters. 


Code Practice Resources from ARRL, by Everett weABM 


Want to upgrade your CW speed? Even though the FCC now requires only 5 words per minute 
for any Amateur license above Technician Class, you can continue to increase your code speed 
to enhance your communications skill, On the air practice is the most effective, and fun. Find 
W1AW transmissions at 3.5815, 7.0475 or 14.0475 and take code at various speeds above your 
current “comfort” speed. Even if you can’t copy 100%, continued practice at a higher speed will 
“nudge” your comfort level higher. If you can’t copy the W1AW transmissions, you can use a 
computer to accomplish the same practice objective. Download code practice files from www. 
arrlorg/wlaw/morse.html and run them on your computer. You will need a media player 
(Windows Media Player, Quicktime Player, etc.) that will handle MP3 files. Simply download files 
for the speeds you need. The ARRL site offers 5, 7.5, 10, 13, 15, 18, 20, 25, 30, 35, and 40 
words per minute choices. The files are changed regularly, so you can use these handy tools to 
increase your speed.
